Allotments to Soldiers' Depend 
ents to be Paid at the end of 
Each Month 
An explanation of the method 
b,V which d e p e n d e n t s o f m e n ill 
t h e armed service are being paid, 
under t h e n e w a r m y a l l o t m e n t law 
h as been given ou t by Koyall R. 
Watkins, 
direetor 
o f t h e T e x a s 
War Risk Insurance Bureau, 
There has been considerable mis­ 
understanding according to Mr. 
Watkins, regarding the payment 
of soldier» because of the confusion 
in the minds of many persons eon 
coming the allotment under tin* 
old system and those paid under 
the so ealled war risk insurance 
act, 
An allotment system is au­ 
thorized under the law of 1899, 
and allotments to dependents is 
also provided in the war risk in­ 
surance act of last year. 
The army perfected an allot­ 
ment system under the tirst law 
¡which enabled enlisted men who 
|are ordered fur duty abroad to 
¡have withheld from their pay a 
¡stated amount that would he paid 
to their families in this country, 
the payments to be made through 
the Depot Quaterumster at Wash- 
mgton. 
Provisions for the depen­ 
dents of enlisted men ealled into 
i service under war eonditioiis is 
made in tile war insurance aet. 
This enactment, which is more lib­ 
eral in the scop« of its provisions 
provided that in addition to the 
amount withheld from the soldiers 
pay th«* government should pay 
an allowance to the soldiers fam­ 
ily. 
Army Allotment |jaw 
A* originally drawn, the army 
allotment law propidcs for the in­ 
tervention of a complete month 
between tin* dat«* of th«» accruing 
of tin* soldiers pay. from which 
til«* allotment Is deducted, until 
the time of payment ; that is,an al­ 
lotment withheld from the pay of 
tin* soldier dm* on May .'11 could 
not be paid until .Inly 1.
